Ac- 
i its  are  already  running  far  ahead  of  last  year. 

The  months  ahead  are  traditionally  the  heaviest  traffic 
ths,  according  to  the  motoring  safety  organizations,

Where  do  the  ten  percenters  come  in? 

HERE'S  THE  WORD  from  the  National  Safety  Council: 

; motorists  are  roaring  along  at  55  miles  per  hour,  the 
i ices  of  a rendezvous  with  the  undertaker  increase  10 
ent  for  each  extra  mile  over  that  speed.  Thus"  when 
(otorist  hits  65  m.p.h..  the  likelihood  of  being  killed  is 
e as  great.  At  75  m.p.h.  it  is  three  times  as  great. 
Driving  at  excessive  speeds,  says  the  Council’s  report, 
a big  factor  in  deciding  between  life  and  death  for 
orists  involved  in  motor-vehicle  accidents  last  year  and 
proving  an  even  bigger  factor  in  this  year’s  senseless 
lives.  “Slow  Down  and  Live,”  says  the  popular  slo- 

also  the  drivers  who  are  as  fascinated  by  a 
‘ghway  as  a bird  is  hypnotized  by  a snake. 


Their  speeding  is  virtually  compulsive  and  they  become 
oblivious  to  how  fast  they  are  traveling.  Flagged  down  by 
police  and  told  their  speed,  they  say  truthfully  that  they 
didn’t  think  they  were  going  tha  fas. 

WITH  CONDITIONS  like  these,  many  motorists  are  be 
ginning  to  wonder  if  there  isn’t  a safer  pasttime  to  sub- 
stitute for  the  tradiional  Sunday  afernoon  drive  . . . even 
Russian  roulette  seems  less  risky. 

The  Safety  Council  recommends  a variety  of  governors 
varying  from  one  that  will  stall  the  engine  when  a certain 
speed  is  exceeded  to  a more  sophisticated  device,  with  speed 
settings  for  both  city  and  country  motoring,  which  notifies 
a driver  when  he  surpasses  a certain  speed. 

THE  ACCELERATOR  PEDAL  kicks  back  to  warn  the 
driver  of  this.  He  can  ignore  the  warning  and  drive  the 
pedal  to  the  floor  if  he  wishes,  but  will  be  doing  so  deliber- 
ately because  he  has  been  alerted  to  how  fast  he  was  trav- 
eling.  ...  . . . „ 

The  other  advice  passed  along  is  “defensive  driving. 
The  defense  capabilities  of  the  nation  have  been  built  up  and 
maintained  as  a deterrent  force.  The  Council  suggests  that 
applying  the  same  deterrent  force  to  motoring  could  prevent 
most  accidents.
